If the British election on February 23 
is lost again to the Conservative party, it 
will not be lost by Mr, Churchill and his 
followers but by Messrs, Baldwin and 
Chamberlain whose iniquities and dishon- 
esties, between 1932 and 1989, have not 
been forgotten by the English people. 

It has long been believed by many that 
the British voter did not turn to Mr, Attlee 
because of any fatal love for Socialism or 
any vearning for the welfare state, but out 
of sheer distrust of the party that failed so 
wretchedly to avoid or prevent the war 
that has put civilization out of joint. 

Millions of good patriotic Englishmen 
have not forgotten that it was a Conserva- 
tive prime minister who wrecked the 
League of Nations by ey to take 
action to save Bthiopia, who lied flag- 
rantly about German rearmament in 1935 
because, as he naively said, if he had told 
the truth he would have lost the election, 

Millions have not forgotten that it was 
another Conservative prime minister who 
sold Czechoslovakia down the river and 
thus encouraged Hitler to make war, at the 


same time creating in that country an atti- 
tude favorable to the reception of Com- 
munism, 

It is true that Winston Churchill spoke 
out boldly against all these follies and dis- 
honesties. 

But the public has forgotten that. It is 
natural that they should remember only 
the contribution made by Baldwin and 
Chamberlain towards the conflagration 
that Mr. Churchill has called that “most 
unnecessary of all wars.” 

It is unfortunate that the public reac- 
tion against Baldwin and Chamberlain 
should have driven a majority of the Brit- 
ish people into support of even greater 
follies and even more lamentable economic 
and social dishonesty. 

The present sinking of the Conserva- 
tive star is a form of Conservative expia- 
tion in which honest men must pay for the 
blunders and political greed of opportun- 
ists, knaves and fools. 

Some day that expiation will be fin- 
ished.

Universal Currency 


It does seem that, in these days, lead- 
ing citizens and public men find it diffi- 
cult to discuss important questions, in 
language which the ordinary man on the 
street can understand, This is particularly 
the case with foreign exchange—a sub- 
ject which frightens the ordinary citizen 
anyhow, chiefly because most people 
imagine that it is much more complicated 
than is really the case, 

Mr. James Muir, president of the Royal 
Bank of Canada, has performed a public 
service in his plain statement of the situa- 
tion. 

Going over the history of international 
exchange since the end of the First World 
War, he indicates clearly that a great part 
of the difficulties in restoring international 
commerce since then had been due to noth- 
ing more than the maintenance of artificial 
values for currencies. 

Since no one will buy a currency at an 
artificial value, and since the ease with 
which currencies—will exchange plays a 
major part in deciding whether commerce 
will be active or not, it must be evident 
that any attempt to fix artificial values 
for eurrencies blocks trade, How much 
trade would Canadians do with each other, 
if each province had its own dollar, and 
each provincial government tried to keep 
the value of its dollar above the level at 
which other people would accept it? 

There can be no difference in interna- 
tional commerce 

It is going to be difficult to get back to 
free exchange of currencies 

For one thing, Britain owes a tremen- 
dous lot of money to India, Egypt and 
other nations, which Britain tries to pay 
with goods, not getting anything In re-

turn, Clearly, if Britain announced that 
pounds and dollars were now free to ex- 
change, the Indians and Egyptians would 
want all the money which Britain owes 
them made exchangeable into dollars. 
They would not want to buy from Britain 
as much as from the United States, 

That would mean that the British 
would be even worse situated than they 
are now, in balancing their trade with the 
United States. 

However, this has nothing to do with 
the question of the necessity of restoring 
freedom of currencies to exchange. In the 
end, the British are going to repudiate 
these debts, unless other countries like the 
United States and Canada are willing to 
share in carrying the burden. 

If that burden were out of the way, 
then it is pretty clear now that the British 
could cheerfully permit exchange of dollars 
and pounds, That free exchange would not 
permit the British to buy from the dollar 
countries any more than the British can 
pay for with goods and services, but no 
system of exchange contro! will bring this 
about either. 

The simple fact is that international 
commerce cannot run at full speed, if 
currencies are not exchangeable with each 
other, 

That is all that Mr. Muir says, and he 
says that the world will have to get back 
to something like the gold standard, a 
universal currency of some kind, if trade 
between nations is to be restored to a 
prover condition of activity. 

The people of Canada have more inter- 
est in foreign trade than the people of any 
other country, They should pay attention 
to what Mr. Muir says.

Canada will have to make a deci- 
sion soon on recognition of Com- 
munist China, L. B. Pearson, Cana- 
dian minister of external affairs, 
told a press conference here. He 
left by air and arrived today in 
Tokyo.
